" In the galloping trend of college life, literature 
which requires any more thought than the daily 
newspaper or the weekly picture magazine has 
either been completely ignored or placed on that 
long; line of extra-curripular activities in which the 
student has not time to indulge. It seems not to be 
a question of whether people like to read or not, for 
the very voraciousness with which the dailies and 
periodicals are perused is sufficient proof that we are 
interested in the happenings and events going on 
about us — that we like to read.

Literature is a record of life as lived by our fellow 
human beings, and it is the fundamental desire to 
gain a fuller knowledge of life and living that urges 
us to read, whether we are seeking this gratification 
in Cardinal Newman’s Idea of a University, Stein- 
beck’s Grapes of Wrath, or among the items of a 
newspaper. But if literature is an interpretation of 
life, why should we be satisfied with anything less 
than true and certain meanings. Can we be con- 
tent with a flimsy, half-baked picture from those 
who do not see the truth clearly, and whose minds 
have been warped through crackpot philosophies and 
immoral deeds? 

And such literature is available today. Such 
names as Chesterton, Baring, Belloc,' and Sargent 
need no introduction. But the field of Catholic lit- 
erature is by no means limited to biography, apolo- 
getics, and philosophical essays, as is popularly be- 
lieved. In the field of fiction, Lucille Borden, Comp- 
ton Mackenzie, Sheila Kaye-Smith, and Frank 
Spearman, to mention only a very few, must surely 
be given their p laces. A more stirrin g story of life 
and its struggles could not be found than is portray- 
ed in William Thomas Walsh’s Out of the Whirlwind. 

Let us use our intelligence as Catholic young men 
and read under the direction of those principles 
which make our lives Catholic. If we do this we 
shall soon find ourselves recognizing, and becoming 
more certain of, the worth-while things in life.

The eastern sky was a glow- 
ing red. Back of the Indian school, 
now Drexel hall, an old bam had 
caught fire. 

All on the campus rushed to the 
scene. From the eaves of the barn 
and an adjoining silo the flames 
crept, but inside; the old hay and 
straw was a roaring inferno. Soon 
the hired men, brothers and com- 
munity students were busy remov- 
ing machinery, tools, etc:, from 
nearby sheds and preventing the 
spread of the fire to other build- 
ings. The firemen from Rensselaer 
used chemicals, and after some 
difficulty, water. 

Rages Through Night 

Practically all night the fire rag- 
ed until the bam and silo were raz- 
ed to the ground. 

Fortunately for the college there 
was little more than old hay and 
straw stored in it. 

“No, there were no cattle or 
grain in it although we were cut- 
ting hay at the time,” said Ed Rus- 
sell, farm hand. 

“The fork had been put up and 
in a day or so hay would have been 
put in,” George Schuster, chicken 
boss, said. 

The cause of this fire was light- 
ning. During the afternoon storm 
it probably struck nearby and trav- 
eled along the electric wires to the 
bam. There a spark must have 
smoldered for hours before burst- 
ing into flames. But where it 
actually started could not be ascer- 
tained. 

That was in July, 1937. Before 
Christmas of the same year a new 
barn had been erected on the old 
foundation. A new concrete, tile 
silo was also built. 

That is the story of the barn thgt 
you upperclassmen on the east side 
of Drexel Hall see in the distance 
from your windows.

Yqsiit’s true; Collegeville has an 
official Weather Bureau, located in 
the park east of the chapel. This 
station resembles a large birdhouse, 
but inside it contains thermometers 
which furnish minimum and maxi- 
mum temperatures, general wind 
direction, and all precipitation. 

Collegeville also has an official 
weather man. He is Leo Gaulrapp, 
a sixth-year religious student. His 
duty is to record the daily minimum 
and maximum temperature, and 
other important data. 

At the end of each month he com- 
piles this data and sends a copy to 
the State Weather Bureau in In- 
dianapolis, and another copy to the 
National Weather Bureau in Wash- 
ington, D. C. Data from'bther sec- 
tions of the country and state are 
added to this to form bulletins 
which furnish important informa- 
tion as to weather and crop condi- 
tion during the principal growing 
season. 

His files contain a "number of 
interesting facts. Many believe 
winter has not yet. arrived, but his 
books show that on Nov. 5 and 6 a 
temperature of twenty-three de- 
grees prevailed. This was not the 
first advent of winter, as the first 
frost occured far back on Oct. 1. 
However, this did not last for long, 
as the hottest day in Collegeville 
since the commencement of school 
was Oct. 8 with a reading of ninety- 
three degrees. 

Press Box Means More 
Comfort lor Scribes
